Then the United States will assume a 
protectorate over the canal zone, which 
might in case of necessity be extended to 
the surrounding country to prevent wide- 
spread disorder. 

“Keep the isthmus open for transporta- 
tion on the railway and allow no blood- 
shed,“ are the orders cabled to the com- 
manders of the American warships and 
marines at the isthmus or hurrying there. 

While the state department says this po- 
sition is assumed only to preserve treaty 
rights and maintain the American guar- 
antee of free traffic across the isthmus it 
is tantamount to a declaration in favor of 
the revolution. The revolution eannot be 
suppressed without bloodshed and if 
bloodshed is prevented by American ma- 
rines the Colombian troops will be power- 
less. 

The United States government will not 
allow soldiers to be transported across the 
isthmus on the railroad. This will ald the 
revolutionisis still further, as it will pre- 
vent the Colombian troops from being sent 
to Panama. 


The United States 
Expected the Revolt. 


The administration has been expecting 
just what has happened, but it was not 
supposed that the revolution would begin 
until about Nov. 16. Had ft been deferred 
until then the United States would have 
beén prepared for it. 

The Pacific squadron, under Rear-Ad- 
miral Glass, and the South Atlarmic squad- 
ron were working south and north re- 
spectively. and in 10 days more would have 
been on both sides of the isthmus and ready 
for business. The movements aroused no 
suspicion until Panama rose in revolt, but 
the purpose of the innocent appearing or- 
ders issued to both fleéts some time ago is 
now evident. 

It was because of fear that the revolu- 
tion might begin ahead of scheduled time 
that the Boston was recently detached from 
Admiral Glass’ fleet and sent on ahead, 
and that the Atlanta was hurried north- 
ward, leaving the other ships of the South 
Atlantic squadron to follow more slowiy 
from Brazil. For the same reason the 
Nashville was held at Jamaica and the 
Dixie, with her % marines, was kept with- 
in reach. 

No sooner had the Colombian gumboat 
Cartagena left Bavaniijla with troops than 
the Nashville was hurried from Jamaica 
to Colon. 

Orders sent to Commander Hubbard of 
the Nashyille at Colon to prevent fe 
landing of the troops were held up at 
Colon, presumably by officers of the Co- 
lombian government, umi it was too late 
to make them effective.

GERMANY WILL TAKE

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—Germany, the <Asso- 
clated Press is advised, will observe com- 


plete indifference to the political side of 
the Panama revolution. Both the revolu- 
tionists and the government forces, it is 
assumed, will respect the personal and 
property rights of German subjects living 
at Panama. It is considered likely that 
the commander of the German West In- 
dian squadron will send a vessel to Colon, 
as that is now the most interesting place 
within his cruising field. It is also con: 
ceivable here that the German naval com- 
mander might land marines, in combina- 
tion with e United States and Great 
Britain, if such action seemed desirable. 
Emphasis, however, is placed on Germany's 
general aloofness. The United States is 
recognized as the power having dominant 
interest on the isthmus. Germany has no 
inclination or object for the least interfer- 
ence.

WILL MEET HERE 


American Association for Advance- 
ment of Science to Convene 
December 28. 


SOCIETY HAS 4000 MEMBERS 


President of the Association for the 
St. Louis Meeting Will Be Car- 
roll D. Wright. 


The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science will hold its annual 
convention in the St. Louis High School 
bullding during the week béginning Dec. 28. 

The American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science is the largest scien- 
tific organization in America, covering the 
whole field of science, and it is expected 
that the approaching meetings will, as in 
past years, prove not only of the greatest 
scientific importance, but of very great gen- 
eral interest to the citizens of St. Louis. 

The organization is more than half a cen- 
tury old, and at present numbers more than 
four thousand members. 

The president of the association for the 
St. Louis meeting will be Carroll D. 
Wright, United States commissioner of la- 
bor. In additon to his government labors, 
Mr. Wright is president of the academic 
department of Clark University of Worces- 
ter, Mass. He was one of the leaders of 
the anthracite coal commission last win- 
ter, and has acted as arbitrator between 
labor and capital in several important dis- 
putes. 

The Ameriean association includes in its 
membership scientific men and women 
from overy state in the Union and from 
Mexico and Canada. The membership is 
divided into two classes—that of fellows 
and that of members. The fellows com- 
prise those scientific men who have done 
and published scientific work of impor- 
tance. The members are those who have 
not as yet published the results of scien- 
tific investigations of first importance and 
a large class of people who are amateurs 
m science. 

Many of the great scientific discoveries of 
the past half century have first been an- 
nounced at the annual meetings of the 


American association. The approaching 
convention is, therefore, looked forward to 
by scientists as one of prime importance. 
e local committee appointed to arrange 
-for the meetings is composed of D. R. 
Francis, honorary president; Prof. William 
Trelease, president; President R. H. Jesse 
of the State University, Profs.

After keeping watch all night over the 
household goods which Sheriff Lautz of 
Belleville had thrown from the parsonage 
of the Lithuanian Church into the street, 
Father Joseph Maszotas had the goods re- 
moved to the home of his friend, William 
Casey, Friday morning, while his lawyer 
hurried to Judge Burroughs’ court z Bedie- 
ville to seek redress.

FOUNDERING BOAT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 5.—Tossed about 
by a northwest gale, leaking and with only 
one man to manage her, the sloop yacht 
Rover was sighted far out at sea off the 
coast of Lower California by the Pacific 
Mail steamer Barracouta. Whether the 
vessel is still afloat or whether she was 
swallowed up in the heavy sea that was 
running is a question that cannot be an- 
swered until the next steamer comes up 
from the South with news from Magda- 
lena Bay, which was the destination of the 
tiny vessel. When spoken the frail craft 
was in latitude 26 degrees 5 minutes north 
longitude, 113 degrees 8 minutes west. 

It was dusk on the evening of Oct. 11 
when the Barracouta sighted the Rover. 
The steamer was bucking a stil north- 
wester, and when Capt. Trask sighted the 
tiny speck on the horizon he headed tow- 
ard it. As the steamer drew near it was 
Sn that the sleep was Cying a signal of 
distress. Though a heavy sea was run- 
ning, Capt. Trask ordered a boat launched, 
and Chief Officer James Rudden, with 
four sailors, put off from the steamer's

side the skipper of the Rover, Capt. Hall, 
asked that a man be placed on board his 
vessel to assist him in navigating Ile

Taitu of Abyssinia Is Expected to Ac- 
company Her Royal Husband 
to St. Louis. 


INVITATION ON ITS WAY 


Wife of African Sovereign Is De- 
scribed as Enterprising and 
Enlightened Woman. 


When Menellk, King of Abyssinia, and 
direct descendant of King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba, arrives in St. Louis to 
visit the World's Fair, he will be accom- 
panied by his wife, Taitu, duly crowned 
press of Ethiopia at the same time that 
Menelik ascended his thorne. 

According to information that has reached 
Washington, there is ligtle doubt that both 
the royal personages will come. 

Official acceptance of the specia! invita- 
tion that is being conveyed to King Mene- 
lik and Queen Taitu is expected upon its 
presentation by Mr. Robert P. Skinner, 
special envoy, who is supposed to have 
reached Beirut and begun the organization 
of the caravan which will take him to the 
Abyssinian capital. Te will be escorted 
by 16 United States marines from the Ma- 
chias to Jibuti, whence he will begin his 
journey of state.

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STONE’S WORK FOR MONOPOLY. 

Telling the jury how he arranged the boodle deal for the de- 
feat of the bill repealing the anti-alum food law, ex-Lieuten- 
ant- Governor Lee said: 

Senator Farris came to me and told me if I was 
interested in the prevention of the passage of the 
repeal bill that it would be very easy to prevent it in 
the committee on criminal jurisprudence, of which he 
was a member. I asked him how, and he said the 
bill could be held up and not reported, and I think 
I told him that I would prefer that the bill be voted 
upon, and asked him as to the legitimacy of that 
method, and had some conversation about it, and he 
came to my office shortly after, probably the next day, 
or the same day, and said it could be very easily ac- 
complished, but that the boys thought it weuld be 
worth something; that the prevention of the repeal 
of this legislation was a valuable proposition and 
that they thought somebody was going to get a large 
profit out of it; that it would practically give them 
a monopoly on the baking powder business, and that 
the members of the committee could refuse to report 
on the bill until the session had closed, but thought 
their services under the circumstances ought to be paid 
for. ' 

Lee testified that he gave $7000 to Farris and six other sen- 
ators, retaining $1500 himself for doing the work of the 
Baking Powder Trust. 

The valuable monopoly law which the boodle agent of the 
Baking Powder Trust paid the lieutenant-governor and seven 
senators to keep in the statute books of the state was the 
same law the repeal of which during the preceding legislative 
session Senator Stone was employed by the trust to prevent 
as the attorney of a bogus health society. The repeal bill 
was then smothered in committee by the most notorious lobby 
tool that ever disgraced the senatorial office.

Physician Describes His Sensations 
After Being Struck on Head 
by Robbers. 


$3000 AND HIS WATCH TAKEN 


Memory Returned to Him in Flash 
When Incident Recalled His 
Office and Business. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. v., Nov. 6.—Reclining 
on a bed in his room at Interpines, a sani- 
tarium at Goshen, Dr. Henry H. Cate of 
Lakewood, N. Ji, today told the story of 
the occurrence which caused his loss of 
memory. 

“I was sitting in my chair here reading 
a work on materia medica. said Dr. Cate, 
‘when I turned partly around to reach for 
some medicine and sought to turn as 
though in a revolving chair. At that in- 
stant the thought of a revolving chair 
which I once had in my office flashed upon 
my mind. Then the whole interior of the 
office came to me, and I saw the doors, 
windows, books, desk, pictures and every- 
thing the same as the last day I looked 
upon them, months ago. 

“Following these thoughts there was a 
gradual unfolding of my mental vision. I 
called to mind my institution at Lakewood, 
my patients, friends and scores of the 
transactions of those past days. Realizing 
something of what this new revelation 
meant to me, I arose and sent to my rela- 
tives and friends dispatches announcing 
the glad news that they might rejoice with 
me. 


On the day of the night upon which my 
mnisfertune occurred I was preparing to 80 
to New York to make some professional 
calls and pay some bills. My housekeepor 
packed my bag and I departed, going di- 
rectly to the Hotel Albert, corner Univer- 

- and Eleventh street, when I 

the city. I went out from there 
to make d professional call on Fifty-sev- 
enth street. I walked mu of the way, 
and then on my way back stopped at the 
Grand Central Station, where I talked with 
the man in charge of the counter. At 
9:50 o'clock in the evenin set my watch 
by the clock in the waiting room. Then 
I went out and watched the subway work, 
walked up Forty-second st over Mur- 
ray Hill through Park avenue, intending to 
walk downtown. I finally decided to go to 
Lexington avenue, boa a car and ride 
down. I walked down to Thirty-ninth street 
and started to walk through Thirty-ninth 
street from Park avenue to Lexington ave- 
nue. 

“When half way through the block I 
came to a buildi which was being either 
repaired or torn down. There was a con- 
tractor’s building at the end of a platform 
which I started to go up. On my way past 
the building I heard someone whisper, 
‘Quick.’ The next second I saw a thougand 
—— and seemed to de falling a great dis- 
ance. 

“I remember no more of what oc- 
curred, whom I saw or where I went 
until became partly conscious in Kan- 
sas City, Mo. I had then not the slight- 
est idea of who I was nor where I came 
from, but I realized enough to know 
that I needed to be set right. I also 
reajized that New York City was a great 
center of civilization, an determined 
to reach there if possible. When I left 
Kansas City or how 1 left I have no 
idea, but I came to again one day in an 
Indiana town, having traveled knew 
not how many miles. I wag homesick, 
lonesome, discouraged, and longed for 
some one to set me right or be my 
friend. 

“Later on T reached Poughkeepsie, still 
unaware of my real identity. I was 
taken in wy tne police, and one day 
while I was there,an unidentified wan- 
derer, the police were in receipt of 40 
inquiries from persons who ad lost 
friends or relatives. One man who in- 
sisted on seeing me urged his case, de- 
N that he knew I must de his un- 
cle, who had been missing for the last 
10 years. I knew that I was not the 
man’s uncle, although I knew not who 
I was. Finally I reached here, and now 
the light has dawned, for which no one 
can realize the depth of my gratitude. 

“When I left Lakewood I took with me 
the sum of $3410, intending to pay a couple 
of notes. The money was put in two en- 
velopes and pinned in my inside coat 
pocket. No one but my housekeeper knew 
that I had the money with me. She w 
me take the larger envelope, contaifing 
$2000, and pin it in my pocket. I aleo had 
a large gold watch and chain which be- 
long to my deceased father. His name 
was engraved on the back of the case. It 
was the watch I set by the clock at the 
Grand Centra] Station. When I came to 
in Kansas City I had only four $50 bills 
pinned in my pocket. My watch had van- 
ished, as had also my glasses and several 
other articles. I am deeply ateful to 
the Masonic fraternity, to which I belong, 
for what it has done for me. Great kind: 
ness has been bestowed upon me du 
these dark days, and as I was told tha 
the Masons were doing it I commenced (0 
wonder what a Mason was, what his ob- 
ject in life was, but could not fathom it at 
all. The Maso emblem which I gen- 
erally wore I did not have on my coat 
when I legt Lakewood that day. Had this 
been in evidence I am sure I would have 
poo discovered and set right long before 

was. 

Dr. Cate is not yet in a vigorous condi- 
tion physically and will remain 
sanitarium for weeks yet. Dr. Seward 
said today that he believed Dr. Cate was 
sandb sd and that the blow had caused 
transfusion of blood and bruises to the 
brain tissue, making it hard and Tuser- 
rupting the functions of the organ. Na- 
ture has been gradually softening up the 
organ and carrying off the refuse matter.
